Itfitne of Xaat Year—A Heal Artidt aa IJ.:-

. Tbe way in which United States 
oonds are designed, engraved and made 
ready to bo turned over to the investor 
in return for his gold coin or its equiva- 
lent is one of the most interesting parts 
of the workings of the treasury depart- 
ment branch of the national government. 
The coming bond issue will not be what 
is technically known as a new issue, 
but will be a duplication of the issue of 
February, 189,5. 


The designer of the plates is a well 


known New York artist who enjoys high 
reputation as a magazine and bo,is illus- 
Irator. This is .Mr. Will H. Low, und 
for the past year he has been the star 
man of tlio corps of artists attached 
tbe treasury department. In addition t 
tha work of drafting the design for t l 
bonds he has designed ee .u-al schonii 
for currency. 


After tbe announcement of a bond i> 


sue tbe secretary calls in the chief of ;ii 
department of engraving and print;, 
and tells him the denominations t 
issued. These may bo in coupon bo-r! 
at *50, if 100, $500 and $1,000. 
'I'i,, 


same denominations may be issued ii 
registered bonds, with the addition ol 
others of a higher face value. The ad- 
ditional ones aro for $5,000, $10 000 
¥20,000 and $50,000. The issues of the 
two latter denominations have been verv 
small. 
. 


After the chief has received his in- 


structions he turns the matter over in 
the artist, who at once designs the plate. 
It is ah erroneous impression that i'oi- 
every issue a new series of plates is en- 
graved. 
The artist may use any one of 


a number of vignette likenesses of his- 
toric Americans, aud he mortises it into 
the drawing. 


When completed., it is submitted to 


the chief for his approval and then to 
the secretary of the treasury. If the de- 
sign ia all right, it is tamed over to ibe 
engravers. 


This usually requires from a mouth to 


six weeks. The engraving is done on 
thin sheet of soft steel of a thickness 
an eighth of an inch. By a secret proce 
the metal is hardened when finishei 
and a proof is taken, which is snbmi 
ted to tho chief of the bureau. Th 
proof then must bo approved. 


The pl.ite theu goes to the printer an 


tho work of turning off the bonds be 
gins. Tbo bonds are printed on the sam 
kind of paper as tbat used for cm-rem- 
and each impression is carefully watch 
c-d. Il: any imperfection renders a rop 
worthless, it is destroyed by the officials" 
after being returned from the press 
rooms. Bur for each sheet of bond pace 
taken ont there must be returned a simi 
lar number of copies, either perfect or 
otherwise. After the work of prinlin 
is done tho securities are counted and
